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Reasons for Allowance 

4. The rejection of claims 1-10 under 35 U.S.C.112, first paragraph has been 
overcome in the amendment filed on January 19, 2010. 

5. Since the terminal disclaim against US 7,538,240, US 7,439,381 and US 
7,541,486 has been filed and approved in the Office, the rejection of claims 1-10 under 
the obviousness-type double patenting has been overcome in the amendment field on 
January 19, 2010. 

6. Claims 1 -1 0 are neither anticipated nor rendered obvious over the art of record, 
and therefore are allowable. A suggestion for modification of references to obtain the 
instant processes has not been found. Claims 1-10 are allowed.
